Rules Explained.

2 DEAD, 8 TRAPPED 
IN MINE EXPLOSION 


Rescuers Fear for Lives of 
Those Caught in West 
Virginia Shaft. 


LOGAN, W. Va., Sept. 2.—(P)— 
A gas explosion roared through parts 
of the MacBeth mine of the Hutchin- 
son Coal Company today, killing two 
men, and trapping eight others. 

Rescue crews, working speedily in 
efforts to dig through tangled heaps 


‘of coal and slate torn from the mine 


roof, expressed doubt that any of the 
trapped men are alive. 

Their only chance, rescue workers 
said, was to have been able to quickly 
up barricades against deadly 
“hlack damp” which filled the mine 
after the blast. 

Two men were overcome by the gas 
as they aided in rescue work. They 
are A. B. Lambert, 3l-year-old miner, 
and O. F. Fehwont, company engi- 
Both were carried to safety. 

Mine officials expressed the opin- 
ion a spark from an electric motor 
used to haul coal cars, ignited a pocket 
of gas causing the explosion two miles 
from the shaft mouth. They said the 
blast was confined to a small area, 
permitting 110 other miners to flee 
to safety. 

A rescue crew recovered the bodies 
of two men—Elisa Watts, 32, and 
Andy Gazdik, both killed by the 
poisonous “black damp” gas. 

Other men trained to work under 
pressure in gas-filled mines, hurried 
from all parts of this rich bitumi- 
nous coal field in southern West Vir- 
ginia to offer aid.

Chief Executive Long Storm 
Center of Politics in 
Gate City. 


James Lee Key, 69, entering a run- 
off race with William B. Hartsfield 
for a new three-year term as mayor of 
Atlanta, enjoys the distinction of al- 
ready having served as chief executive 
of the South’s Gate City longer than 
any man in history. 

When he completes rounding this 
year as mayor he will have served 10 
years, and if re-elected, will have es- 
a an even more enviable rec- 
ord. 

The storm center of local politics 
for many years, Key has established a 
reputation for his courage, his tenacity 
and his dogged support of the Demo- 
cratic party and President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, his warm friend. 

A man of strong convictions, he 
severed his connections with a large 
and _ influential Methodist church 
when he was under fire for having 
characterized national prohibition as 
a farce, a breeder of crime and cor- 
ruption, He was thrown into a re- 
call election by a combine of labor 
and church forces, but stood staunch- 
ly by his belief and was vindicated 
by a vote of the people. The recall 
took place in 1982. 

He was born in DeKalb county, son 
of Dr. Thomas T. Key, a physician 
in the Confederate army, and Rhoda 
Carroll Key. He was graduated from 
Emory University, and married the 
late Miss Ella Tillman, of Valdosta, 
in 1908. 

He has a daughter, Mrs. Ruth Key 
Butler, and two graddaughters, lit- 
tle Gay and Carol Tillman Butler. 

Some of the city’s largest improve- 
ménts have taken place under Key’s 
administration, including construction 
of the Spring street viaduct,

| CHAPTER III. 

The Equivalence of Honor Values. 

This grading of bidding honor val- 
ues into eure, probable; and remote 
iricks enables the player to determine 
ata glance the total honor strength 
of any hand. : 

For all practical purposes of bid- 
ding Q J x is equivalent to K x of 
another auit and both are equivalent to 
an ace or K Q; similarly, an ace is 
equivalent to a K Q and together 
they are equivalent to an A K. The 
.eader must be warned, however, that 
this basic principle of equivalence is 
not meant to be applied too rigidly 


and must be liberally strewn with 
“abouts” and “roughly.” 

There is another important reserva- 

ion. As between two. equivalent hon- 
cr values the one containing. more 
-tace cards is more valuable, especially 
in attack. For instance, Q J x with 
its two face cards is somewhat more 
valuable than K x. It may promote 
more tricks when combined with part- 
ners hand. And J 10 8 2 (worth one 
winner) may easily spread out to two 
winners if partner holds the queen. 

Effect of Bidding Information. 

As the bidding is unfolded and the 
player learns more and more about

& K x is worth one-half trick if the 
_ position of the @ ace is unknown. 
&@ K x is worth one trick if partner

trick if spades are bid at the left. 


QGAK Q 8 2, originally valued at 
two plus defensive tricks, becomes 
worth three defensive tricks if part- 
ner repeatedly denies the suit.

lovely wife, portions of the letter, 
which was written in Spanish, 
French and Russian, are quoted 
The letter was written in Zaraux, 
Spain, on August 8, but is post- 
marked in Stockholm, Sweden, 
which indicates that this detour 
was necessary in getting the let- 
ter to America. 

“We left Madrid on July 16 
and motored to San Sebastian. AS 
we contemplated staying in San 
Sebastian all summer, our serv- 
ants and a good many of our per- 
sonal belongings were with us. 
Next day,. we were already es- 
tablished in the legation villa, 
next door to the residence of the 
minister of foreign affairs; we 
were all set to spend a pleasant 
summer. The next day in the 
evening we found ourselves in 
the midst of the fiercest civil 
war. Shooting broke out in the 
streets, from houses. One could 
not understand who was who and 
what it was all about. Neat 
morning we experienced diffi- 
culty in getting food. 

‘Several times bands of 
diers attempted to break into our 
villa, insisting that someone was 
shooting from our windows. 
However, no one actually dared 
to break inside, and when | in- 
sisted that they enter and search 
the place, they fled. rhis 
fighting went on for days. In 
about five days, however, the 
government sent us two guards. 
In houses, all around us, win- 
dows were riddled with bullets. 

“It is a wonder that we had no 
casualties. Almost all members 
of embassies and legations left 
the city, but we had to stay to 
take care of our Swedish resi- 
dents who were scheduled to 
leave on either British, French or 
German ships. By Sunday every- 
one, except the British and our 
staffs, had left. We decided to 
go to Zaraux, as there were some 
Swedish subjects in Toulon, and 
Erik would not under any condi- 
tlons leave the country. 

“The evening before we left | 
had nine people to dinner, there 
was no electricity, so by candle- 
light we had dinner a little ear- 
lier than uSual. Just as we left 
the dining room, three shots 
were fired into the dining room 
window, and really, if we had lin- 
gered a little longer or had start- 
ed our dinner a little later, Erik 
and his chef de chancelerist both 
would have been killed. It 
really is horrible te have to live 
through all this again.’ 

Those knowing Mrs. Wisen 
have an especial sympathy for 
her in these circumstances, for 
she has experienced far more 
than her share of the horror and 
brutality of war. She was in the 
Russian revolution, the Turkish 
revolution, the bombardment of 
Shanghai and the Nazi purges in 
Germany.

1937. 

This would give Japan a strength in 
mndersea warships one-third greater 
than that of either the United States 
or Great Britain.

Vaughan’'s activities were investigat- 
ed by commission officials in Pitts- | 
burgh in connection, they said, with 
transactions in the stock of Silver 
Bell Consolidated Mining Company, 
Arizona; Allegheny Operations, Inc., 
Pittsburgh ; Tombstone Gold & Silver 
Mines Company, Arizona: Pennsyl- 
vania Operations, Ine., Pittsburgh, 
and Gold Shares, Inc:, California. 

The commission charged Vaughan 
had violated the securities act by sell- 
ing securities in interstate commerce 
without registering them with the 
commission required by the act; 
that he acted as a broker and dealer 
Without registering himself as an 
“over-the-counter” dealer as required 
by the securities act, and that specifi- 
eally he defrauded Mrs. 
low, Pittsburgh. 

The total amount of securities 
volved in Vaughan's activities, 
commission said, amounted 
thousands of dollars.

That Have Vexed the World 


By VINCENT TOWNE. 


Here is the story of a stonemason 
who once had our nation by the ears 
and out of whose mysterious case 
there grew a strong political party 
which threatened to elect a president 
of the United States. 

His name was James Morgan. He 
plied his trade in Batavia, N. Y., but 
did not gain a very enviable record 
for steady habits. He was wont to 
look upon the wine when it was not 
only red but yellow, and he did not 
feel deep pangs of conscience when 
he failed to pay his bills. He worked 
only when he wished to, and between 
employments he roved about with a 
carefree heart. 

He was a native of Virginia and 
had fought with Jackson at New Or- 
leans, an experience which gave him 
much opportunity for boasting at the 
barrooms, where his score was chalked 
upon the shutter. 

For some reason he grew to foster 
a bitter hatred of the Masonic order, 
which before and since the episode 
about to be related has been viewed 
with general esteem. He was a man 
of 50 when his anti-Masonic bitter- 
ness reached the degree of threats to 
publish a book exposing the secrets 
of the society. And although at first 
regarded as idle bluster, these threats 
materialized. The book was printed at

The government said the Fascist 
hangars, hidden in small open space 
in a mountain fores: outside Madrid, 
had been demolished by the air squad- 
ron “Espana” from Cuatro Vientos 
field outside Madrid.

said, on their dawn patrol sighted 
four enemy tri-motor planes and two 
swift pursuit ships in the mountain 
field with a number of gasoline tanks 
and two hangars. 

Diving, the government fliers loosed 
two incendiary bombs which set fire 
to the near-by woods and destroyed 
the entire pl. e. 

Two Rebel planes took the air to 
drive off the government fighters, but 
one was chased away and the other, 
a bomber, turned tail after spatter- 
ing machine gun fire at the attackers, 
the government said. 

Huge columns of smoke, visible for 
miles, gave credence to the govern- 
ment reports that the gasoline tanks 
in the hangars had exploded. 

The government announcement 
came as a welcome morning greeting 
to the populace, routed from bed at 
5 a. m. by sirens screaming their 
warnings of another Rebel air raid. 

Italy’s Embassy May Move. 

They went back to bed, however, 
when a Rebel plane reported heading 
for Madrid changed its course ani 
veered away from the capital. 

The government sought to cheer 
the populace and fighting forces with 
assurance that the month of Septem- 
ber would be “our month of victory” 
and that the rebel commander, Gen- 
eral Emilio Mola,. would not, as he 
said he would, “completely dominate” 
the Madrid government by January 1. 

The parade of the troops was or- 
ganized as a mass defiance against 
the Rebel threat to “punish Madrid 
severely” if it did not surrender. 

Despite assurance of the govern- 
ment that Rebel air raids were a thing 
of the past for Madrid, officials of 
the Italian embassy today went to 
Alicante, the soutBeastern port to 
which Germany has already moved 
her embassy. It war understood the 


visit of the Italian officials to the 


town presaced transfer of the Italian 
embassy there, too. . 

When the Germans moved to Ali- 
cante it was said in Berlin that the 
embassy staff had not been afforded 
sufficient protection by the Spanish 
Madrid government.
